RICES  herein  quoted  are  for  first-class  stock  of  the  grades  named,  but 
are  subject  to  change  without  notice. 

Five  of  a  variety  will  be  furnished  at  the  Ten  rate,  Fifty  at  the  Hun¬ 
dred  rate  and  Five  Hundred  at  the  Thousand  rate. 

Orders  should  be  made  on  a  separate  sheet,  and  not  in  the  body  of  a  letter, 
always  giving  plainly  the  postoffice,  destination,  and  route  the  goods  are  to  be 
forwarded  by. 

Our  terms  are  cash  or  satisfactory  references  before  shipment;  to  established 
nurserymen  who  are  known  to  us,  or  who  give  the  necessary  references,  a  credit 
of  60  days  from  date  of  invoice  will  be  allowed,  with  a  discount  of  3%  for  cash 
with  order,  2%  in  10  days,  and  1%  in  30  days.  A  liberal  deposit  is  expected  to  be 
made  on  orders  for  future  delivery.  All  bills  must  be  paid  by  June  1st  or  interest 
accrues  from  then  or  any  prior  date  of  maturity,  at  the  rate  of  8%  per  annum. 
This  does  not  apply  on  supplies,  which  are  a  cash  proposition  and  handled  on  a 
close  margin,  partly  as  an  accommodation.
